IPEG, Man.—(UP)—A giant fleet of 3,700 cars and trucks and six special Red 


Cross trains carried citizens out of Winnipeg yesterday in a mass flight from a new flood 


crest. A Red Cross official said that by Monday a total of 110,000 persons—more than’ 
one-third of this city’s population of 320,000—will have fled in the greatest flood exodus in’ 


Canadian history. 

The Canadian National and Ca- 
nadian Pacific Railways reported 
that 70,000 persons had left by. 
rail, and airline officials reported 
that 1,200 had been flown out in 
the past five days. A United Press 
survey showed, however, that only 
60,000 of these refugees had homes 
in Winnipeg.

cases you can do more than I can,” he answered. “To live peace- 
fully with their nerves, all most people need to do is just to 
practice their religion.” 
“I wouldn’t have made that statement before the war,” he went 
uuen on. “I had drifted away from my 
* church, never read the Bible, scarcely 
ever prayed. But, when I got out of the 
Army and came back home, I began to 
find that I couldn’t cure many of the 
ple I met in private practice by 
medicine. Pills alone won’t do the job 
when people aren’t living right or 
aren’t thinking right.” 
This young dector’s opinion is 
shared by many other physicians. 
Another medical man recently 
wrote me: “About 60 percent of my 
patients are spiritually ill; you 
might even call the mneurotic. We 
need to refer such people to their 
minister, priest or rabbi. Modern 
souls are sick to such an extent that 
the organs of the body are in pain. 
I hope in time we can make people 
realize the relationship between sick 
souls and sick bodies.” 


Many of these illnesses which doc- 

DR. PEALE tors say they cannot cure by medicine 
result from nervous tension. Sometimes we complain that “our 
nerves are in bad shape” or that they are “shot to pieces.” The 
truth is that there is rarely anything wrong with the nerves them- 
selves for they are merely communication lines that run like tele- 
phone wires between the brain and all parts of body. Where then 
is the trouble? The trouble is in the mind—it becomes confused, 
harassed and tired all too quickly and rebels against the strain we 
prt on. it. 

How can you relieve your mind from strain and pressure? How 
can you relieve the tension? Here are some simple steps which 
can be practiced daily: 

1. Spend two or three minutes each day thinking of the most 
peaceful scenes you ever saw—a mountain at sunset; a valley filled 
with the hush of early morning; the deep woods at midday; or 
moonlight on the water. Go back in memory and mentally relive 
those scenes. This will break the tension of your immediate activity 
and give you somewhat the same result you gain by taking a vaca- 
tion (and a lot more.cheaply, too). 

2. Sit quietly for a moment and conceive of your mind as the 
surface of a lake tossed by waves and wind. Then let the waves 
subside and the wind lie down and the lake’s surface become 
placid and unruffled. Repeat these words: “And he arose, and 
rebuked the wind, and said unto the sea, ‘Please, be still.’ 
And the wind ceased, and there was a great calm.” 

3. Get a mental collection of words expressing calmness. During 
spare moments throughout the day, while driving, walking or goir g 
about your work, repeat a few of them slowly, deliberately bringin,’ 
out their melody and meaning. The great Swiss psychotherapist, 
Paul DuBois, laid stress on the power of words to heal the thoughts. 
His own great word was “invulnerability.” Dr. Trudeau, pioneer in 
the treatment of tuberculosis, prepared his spirit by frequently 
repeating -the word “acquiescence.” 

4. The fourth step was suggested to me by one of New York's 
busiest physicians. When business men who are victims of nervous 
tension consult him, he often by-passes involved treatment by telling 
his patients, “Take time out every day to say a quiet prayeér—it can 
be the equivalent ot many pills.” This man takes his own medi- 
cine. A couple of times each day between his appointments he sits 
back in his chair in a relaxed manner and talks to God in his own 
way. “Look, Lord,” he says, “I’m getting tense. Please touch me 
with your healing peace.” Then he waits a moment or two until he 
feels quieted and can go about his work free of tension. 

I am not trying to sell you religion. The late chaplain of the 
United States Senate, Peter Marshall, in his wonderful book, 
“Mr. Jones, Meet the Master,” said exactly what I feel: “I am 
not selling people anything. Religion is not for sale! It is a gift. 
It is given away.” ~

A Fisherman Cast? 


By JOHN MARTIN 
A full stringer of questions and discus- 


sions always 


drops when the boys start 


counting their catches by the “ice-boxes 

full.” It’s a sure sign that bass are knocking, 

and ready to smash the hackle on:the stern 
of a popping bug when the casting clans begin calling to 
settle arguments about distance and technique. : 


Volumes could be written about 
lines alone. More could be said 
about baits—the first 10,000. This 
corner of the tackle box, by neces- 
sity, must be concerned with the 
generalizations that apply to the 
masses. Only a few fishermen 
would appreciate the difference 


‘between an HCH ind a GBF fly 


line. But try the latter on a bass 
bug and find out for yourself. 


“What is the practical dis- 
tance in bait and fly casting. 
How far should a fisherman be 
able to cast. Are the distances 
used, or is it just good fishing 
technique to know that you can 
cast that far?” These are some 
of the things that appear to be 
bothering more than the usual 
number of aspiring and perspir- 
ing anglers here when the lunk- 
ers are frequently committing 
bassicide. 


Right off the bat, or right off 


the rod, it might be said that a 


bait caster should reach 100 feet; 
a fly caster 60 feet. But let us 
hasten to add that a cast of 30 
feet often will produce more fish 
than a longer cast. 


With a properly balanced outfit, 
an average caster can attain these 
distances, and more. Any first 
class bait casting outfit is capable 
of casting a half-ounce, or 5/8 
ounce plug, well over 100 feet, ex- 
cept into a brisk wind. Except for 
extra light trout rods, or fragile, 
brittle and cheap stuff, any fly rod 
should handle more than 60 feet 
of correctly matohed line. 

Few Georgia iishermen or- 
dinarily use these distances, but 
in many cases it would be to 
their advantage if they could, or 
would, do so. In certain Florida 
waters, and in many Western 
trout and salmon streams, a fish- 
erman who can’t cast 60 te 75 
feet is severely handicapped. 
And many times in Georgia, 
water or other conditions re- 
quire long casts for good results, 
particularly in midsummer or 
early Fall when waters are low 
and clear.

NEW YORK—(/)—The railroad 
strike brought a quick slowdown 
in business and industry last 
week. 

Some segments of the economy 
were hit a glancing blow almost 
at the start of the walkout of fire- 
men on four key rail systems. 
produce merchants 
and the railroads themselves were 
hurt most by the initial impact. 

If it lasts very long, repercus- 
sions will be felt in all directions 
and eventually the lack of trans- 
portation will bring mass unem- 
ployment, disrupted production 
schedules, piled-up freight and a 
confusion and un- 
certainty. 

How much damage it will do to 
the Spring boomlet in business re- 
mains to be seen. Railroad serv- 
ice itself is as perishable as any 
commodity it transports. You éah- 
not store it up like you can coal, 
steel, potatoes and grain. 

Most lines of business are whol- 
ly or at least partly dependent on 
speedy railroad service to bring 
the things needed to work with 
and to take away the finished 
products as soon as they roll out. 
There is no substitute for this life 
line to the factory, the farm, the 


mine and store. Trucks are a help 


but they cannot meet the demands 
in full. 
The rail tie-up came at a time 


a strong tide generated by the 
pent-up demand for goods created 
by the strikes in steel and coal 
last Winter. 

Home building and other con- 
struction activity was never better 
than now.

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina—Ask the average American about Argentina and the 


first thought that is likely to come to his mind is Buenos Aires and Gauchos. Then if 
you can picture a cowboy lassoing a steer in Times Square you have an idea of how

While it’s true that Buenos 
Aires is everything that you 
would imagine the biggest city 
in South America to be, only 
more so, nothing could be far- 
ther from the truth than to sup- 
pose that B. A. is all there is of 
Argentina. Less than a 20-hour 
flight via Panagra (Pan Amer- 
ican-Grace Airways) B. A. is a 
popular stopover with tourists 
on ‘round South America tours, 
but little is known of the rest 
of this huge, bountiful country. 
Even less of its actually being 
a sportsman'’s paradise, where 
you can ski, fish, hunt, or swim 
in the finest trappings and sur- 
roundings. 


Few people know of the tiger 
Chaco of 


but is still big game and very 
exciting. There is also peccary, 
wild boar and ostrich hunting. 
You've seen nothing until you’ve 
chased one of these birds on 
horseback. 

And should this prove much 
too exciting, there is plenty of 
small game hunting, too. All 
kinds of birds, like pheasant, 
dove, snipe and partridge are 
found here, and it is open season 
on duck, Argentina estancieros 
(ranchers) consider ducks such 
pests that they gladiy welcome 
visiting nimrods to drop over 
and kill off a few. 

If it’s fishing you like, you'll 
find the best brook and rain- 
bow trout in the world in the 
lake region which separates Ar- 
gentina and Chile. There is also 
plenty of fine specimens of the 
salmonoid species in the white 
water fishing around this area. 

Argentina’s national parks, 
Iguazu on the Brazilian border, 
and Nahuel Huapi in the South- 
ern lake region, are both sight- 
seeing and sports wonderlands. 
Mt. Nahuel Huapi and Cerro Ca- 
tedral is where Argentines go 
askiing. Other ski fields at 
Cerro Otto, Lopez, Dormillon 
and La Ventana come in for 
their share of the Winter sports 
enthusiasts. It is Winter here 
when it’s Summer in the States, 
so Argentines are looking far- 
ward to a big Winter season this 
year. 

During our Winter, Argentines 
ere usually at the beaches. One 
of the best seaside resorts in 
South America is Mar del Plata, 
about 300 miles from Buenos 
Aires.

Every 
Saturday and Sunday through- 
out the year is racing day in 
Buenos Aires, so it’s no wonder 
that this country has the finest 
racetracks in South America, at 
San Isidro ai.d Palermo, and the 
best thoroughbred race horses. 

Next to horse racing the major 
sports attractions here are soc- 
cer, polo and “pato.” Soccer 
games drew 90,000 fans at River 
Plate Stadium, and everyone 
has heard of the excellent Ar- 
gentine polo teams that have 
toured the United States. Pato, 
however, is littlé known. 

This true Argentine pastime 
is a cross between polo, foot- 
ball, basketball and rugby, which 
could pass for mayhem on horse- 
back.

St. Petersburg 
Gains Tourists 


ST. PETERSBURG, Fla— 
Heavy increases of Winter visit- 
ors from States west of the 
Mississippi River, normally con- 
sidered in California’s travel 
orbit, were the most significant 
aspects of the annual analysis of 
tourist registrations at the St. 
Petersburg Chamber of Com- 
merce, just completed by the 
City Publicity nt. A to- 
tal of 50,855 visitors registered, 
about ten percent oi the season’s 
arrivals. 

Of the 22 States west of the 
Mississippi, 21 registered more 
visitors than last year. The lone 
dissenter was Texas which was 
only three under 1949. Iowa's 
gain of 65 percent was the 
largest. 

The analysis shuwed that vis- 
itors registered from all the 48 
States, all but one province of 
Canada, and from 26 foreign 
countries, including U. S. pos- 
sessions. 

Statistics on the modes of 
travel used by visitors to the 
Sunshine City are among the 
interesting data in the report.

Eleanor’s life spanned most of the twelfth century, 
from her birth in 1122 to her death in 1204. Beautiful, in- 
telligent, widely travelled, she may not have been the key 
to her times but she is the adequate symbol, and yet to 
the average reader she is best identified, probably, not in 
her own right, but in connection with the men she knew. 


She was the wife of two kings 
and the mother of two. Her first 
husband was the Capetian Louis 
VII, the Young, who seems to 
have been too monkish for her 
spicy taste. Her second was 
Henry Plantagenet, who would 
become England’s King Henry 
Il... “the staff of my age, the 
light of my eyes,” she lamented 
when he died of a chance wound 
in 1189. Richard the Lion-Heart- 
ed and King John “Lackland,” 
who, a decade after Eleanor’s 
death, signed away at Runny- 

mede some of the power ac- 

quired by his father and moth- 
er, were her sons. Her first hus- 
band took her on his crusade in 
1147. About 40 years later, she 
watched over the troubled Plan- 
tagenet domains, which stretched 
from the Pyrenees nearly to 
Scotland, while son Richard, off 
on his crusade, was battering at 
the walls of Acre. 

It was the*“time of Abelard, 
Becket and his murder, trouba- 
dours, courts of love. It was the 
time, too, of fierce and merciless 
rivalry, with Capet pitted against 
Angevin, father against son, 
brother against brother. Wives 
were bartered for their posses- 
sions and put aside for other 
wives with more cities and cas- 
tles in their dowries. For deeds 
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It is singular and worthy of 
note that two of the nation’s 
outstanding wuniversity presses 
should select biographies of 
Eleanor of Aquitaine for almost 
simultaneous publication. The 
review appearing here is by 
W. G. Rogers, who writes that 
he is fascinated by the story of 
Eleanor. Dr. Walker, author of 
the Chapel Hill publication, is 
professor emeritus of European 
history at Vanderbilt University. 
His book represents years of 
study in the field of medieval 
history. 
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of the greatest cruelty there 
were penances of phenomenal 
humility; if Henry was scourged 
for Besket, John was haunted 
for the foul murder of Arthur, 
his nephew. 

Eleanor is not just a lovely 
lady: she has the full stature of 
a queen. This colorful account 
fascinates me. In its wildest mo- 
ments, Hollywood couldn’t make 
up, or make us believe, such 
drama as is unfolded here. Miss 
Kelly, who used to teach at 
Wellesley, has spent 20 years, 
intermittently, preparing this 
book; I don’t see how she could 
have done it in twice that time.

ASSIGNMENT TO AUSTERITY, by Herbert and Nancie 
Matthews; Bobbs-Merrill; $3. 


The Labor Government came to power in Britain in 
1945. Herbert Matthews arrived in London almost at the 
same time, to head the bureau of The New York Times. 
In this book Matthews joins his wife, Nancie, in telling the 
story of Britain between that 1945 election and the 1950 
election which returned Labor to power by a scanty margin. 


“British Socialism is in a 
clinch now, hanging on,” says 
Matthews. “It should by no 
means be counted out, although 
one has to recognize that some 
thing of the dynamism on revo- 
lution which characterized the 
crusade of 1945 had already gone 
out of the party.” 

Matthews pictures the electo- 
rate, with both the Labor and 
Conservative parties, as groping 
toward a middie ground where 
the welfare state can function 
under a democratic system. He 
says British industry still has 
a “cartel mentality,” while the 
British worker prefers to buy 
leisure more than anything—” 
that is his privilege, but he may 
have to accept a lower standard 
of living as a result.” 

The national health plan works 
Matthews finds, but the cost is 
prohibitive. However, it is bound 
to stay, even under a conserva- 
tive Government. Matthews says 
the middle class bears the brunt 
of sacrifice in the advance of 
Socialism. He is none too opti- 
mistic about thevfinal result. 

Nancie Matthews, contribut- 
ing alternate chapters, describes 
England from the housewife’s 
viewpoint—the difficulties of 
just living and feeding a fami- 
ly. Her comments bring British 
Socialism down to the persona! 
level, illuminating the political 
trends and personalities that her 
husband deals with.

t Start Plants 
With Proper 
Solution 


Investigation shows that many 
time-honored gardening prac- 
tices in connection with trans- 
planting have been wrong. 

One important detail is the 
proper preparation of a “start- 


ing solution.” If you will place 
a plant food, needed for mak- 

a starter solution, in a 
pr ag and let this remain in 
a bucket of water overnight, 
more of the soluble materials 
will have an opportunity to go 
in solution than will be the case 
if this plant food is dumped into 
the water only a few minutes 
before its use. The use of four 
ounces of a balanced plant food 
analyzing around 5-10-15 or 6- 
10-4 for each gallon of water is 
about right. 


VIRILE VEGETABLES 
Young Plants 
Require Shade 


Tests nave shown that on a 
table plants set out into the — 
field on farms have a much bet- 
ter chance of survival if the 
planting is done at night. Ihere- 
fore, it is a common practice to 
set out vegetable plants during 
the late afternoon or early eve- 
ning. The moisture in the air, 
plus the lack of sunshine, plus 
the dew, all give the plants sev- 
eral hours to become establish- 
ed before the sun hits them. 

Shading is a good practice, par- 
ticularly when the soil is hot. 
Often plants are damaged by 
the method of providing this 
shade. One of the best methods 
is that of sticking a shingle close 
to the plant but on the South 
side. is will provide shade 
and the covering will not strike 
the plant and damage it, as can 
be the case when newspapers 
are used for covering plants.

Helpful Hints 


For Planters 


Before planting flower seed 
make the surface of your flower 
bed as fine‘and smooth as pos- 
sible. Very small seed, like pe- 
tunias, should be merely 
sprinkled on the surface of the 
ground and barely covered with 
peatmoss or vermiculite. Press 
the soil down firmly over the 
seeds with a brick or a short 


piece of board. 

For larger seeds the depth 
sheuld be regulated according 
to the size of the seeds, those 
the size of a pin head, a quar- 
ter-inch deep, and those the size 
of a pea, three-quarters of an 
inch or more. 

Get a piece of lath, two feet 
long and planed smooth. Press 
the edg’ down into the soil 
evenly, so as to make a groove 
as deep as the seed is to be 
planted. Scatter the seed along 
this, allowing four or five of the 
larger to 15 or 20 of the smaller 
seed to the space one plant is to 
occupy when grown. Cover the 
seeds by pressing, by turning 
the lath flatwise and pressing 
the soil down firmly. 

On light sandy soils, flower 
seeds should be covered twice 
the depth that they should be in 
stiff or heavy clay soils.

armor. The accompanying illus- 
tration may be helpful as you 
start from scratch. 

Telling folks how to avoid a 
mixup with a patch of poison 
ivy is like warning them how to 
avoid traffic accidents. Keep 
your eyes open and watch fer a 
vine with clusters of three 
leaves. Then stay away from 
that vine. Poison ivy runs along 
the ground and mingles with 


other green plants so that it is — 


not seen as readily as when it 
climbs up a tree. 

Woodbine or Virginia creeper 
does the same thing, but this 
vine has clusters of five leaves 
and is not poisonous. Poison su- 
mac looks like any other type of 
sumac, but has a cluster of 
greenish white berries whereas 
the nonpoisonous sumac has a 
cone of red fruit on the tips of 
its branches. Until the berries or 
fruit of the sumac appear it 
would be wise to avoid contact 
with either kind.

The extended period of dry 
weather is caysing leaves to 
curl and turn brown on many 
trees and shrubs.

But amiable, shrewd Ed , fortified by a recent re 
election as Mayor, would not occupy his beautiful office in the 
handsome county-city building of marble and paneled wood, of 
murals and sculptured art if there were not running the 
civic veins of St. Paul the progressive blood of the Democratic 
Party in Minnesota. He adheres to many of the Fair Deal provisions, 
especially public housing. Ed Delaney is a Truman Democrat and 
is backed by labor, most of the teaching profession and a majority 
of the white collar group.

A Victory for Fair Dealers ~ 


WASHINGTON—President Truman’s elevation of Leon Keyser- 
ling to the chairmanship of the Council of Economic Advisers has 
hardly caused a ripple—it has been generally regarded as just 
another routine shift in this administration’s endless game of mu- 
sical chairs. But in fact it is a good deal more than that. 

In the first place, the council, like the Budget Bureau, the 
National Security Council or the National Security Resources Board, 
forms an important portion of the invisible government of the 
United States. This invisible government is potentially, and often 
actually, more important than the visible Cabinet government. 

In the second place, together with former White House Counsel 
Clark Clifford, Keyserling is one of the original architects of the 
Fair Deal. His appointment, after six months’ delay, and over the 
opposition of the administration conservatives who follow -the 
tattered banner of Treasury Secretary John Snyder, is thus a major 
victory for the Fair Deal element in the administration. 

. The Snyder grqup would have much preferred a 
Differences conservative a Chakeaen of the Cameill, like 
Keyserling’s predecessor, Dr. Edwin Nourse. This would have 
pretty well hamstrung Keyserling. But Keyserling is an aggressive 
and energetic man, and now that he is the economic grand pan- 
jandrum of the Truman administration, he will have very great 
influence on administration policy. 

One way to begin this inquiry is to examine his differences 
with Nourse, which had a great deal to do with Nourse’s resigna- 
tion. Nourse favored the ivory tower version of the council’s role. 
According to Nourse, the council should in effect whisper its eco- 
nomic views into the President’s ear, while holding itself strictly 
aloof from the political hurly-burly.

This in 
itself suggests that Keyserling has no intention of becoming this 
administration’s forgotten man.

Editor Constitution: I have read your 
rial of May 8 about corn production and 
like to express my appreciation for such 
spiring article. You are doing the farmers 
State a great service in helping spread the word 
of how we can increase our corn yields and de- 
crease acreage. 

The extension methods that are being em- 
ployed by County Agents and co-operating farm- 
ers over the State are certainly paying off in 
increased yields and decreased cost per bush- 
el. According to our records it costs around 
$1.50 per bushel to produce 20 bushels or below 
per acre. When the yield is stepped up to 60 
bushels per acre and above the total cost is only 
60 cents per bushel. 

The 11,000,000 bushels of corn increase in 
Georgia means an additional $13,200,000 added 
farm income per year. The 1,000,000 acres that 
have been taken out of corn means more than 
the increased value of corn since this acreage 
is now growing high-producing pastures and 
other crops.

If service to the veteran is the yardstick, it would appear the closing of Lawson 
Veterans’ Administration Hospital in Atlanta is, in the language of the GI, “strictly 
a bad deal.” It is to be assumed that veteran hospitals are established to provide

medical facilities for veterans, and, furthermore, it would seem logical to establish 
hospitals where great numbers of veterans are. 
reveal there are 176,880 veterans.in the area now served by Lawson. Under peges- 


ent plans, the 63l-bed hospital would be closed by next January 1, and Oliver General Hospital, a 


former Army institution, established as Georgia’s 


Hospital 48 would be converted from the tuber- 
culosis facility it now is to a 225-bed general 
hospital. 

There is in Augusta now a Veterans Hospital 
of 1,342 beds. This is a psychiatric institution, 
though it does have approximately 200 beds for 
general patients. Activation of Oliver General 
Hospital as a VA facility would give the Augusta 
area 500 general hospital beds. Seventy miles 
from Augusta is another VA hospital at Colum- 
bia, S. C. It is a permanent facility, with 750 


beds. 

Counting the psychiatric facilities at Augusta, 
end with the addition of the 500-bed Oliver Gen- 
eral, plus 750 beds in Columbia, we find approxi- 
mately 2,500 beds available in an area containing 
only 26,656 Georgia veterans. 

After the changes in hospitals are made, the 
176,880-veteran area now served by Lawson 
would have only 225 beds available, at Hospital

It is 
doubted if the reduced beds of 48 Hospital would 
qualjfy the facility for the training program now 
in operation at Lawson. 

Lawson is a research center in the Southeast. 
The large number of cases there provides an ad- 
mirable scope for research. At Lawson, one of 
the nation’s outstanding tuberculosis research au- 
thorities is on the trail of a simple blood test for 
tuberculosis. Other doctors are using the new 
drug cortisone in studies seeking to raise new 
barriers to the inroads of disease. 

It is doubted these research facilities could 
be carried on in the reduced Hospital 48, with 
its 225 beds. 

Yet, it may be argued that these facilities of 
training and research could be transferred to the 
new Oliver General Hospital. But one must real- 
ize that Atlanta’s reputation and standing as a 
medical center would not follow the VA to Au- 
gusta. That city has admirable facilities for doc- 
tor co-operation with a VA hospital, in the 
presence of Georgia Medical College, but Au- 
gusta isn’t the medical center Atlanta is. 

The veterans are in the area covered by Law- 
son, and the doctors are available in Lawson 
itself. What more logical combination is there 
than a large reservoir of need and the know-how 
to administer to it?

Rumors of ‘Deal’ 


WASHINGTON—Sen. Walter F. George wants 
it positively known that there is no basis what- 
ever for some of the campaign reports going 
the rounds about a deal between him and Gov. Herman Talmadge 
whereby he would resign before the expiration of the new term 
which he is seeking and open the way for the Governor to suc- 
ceed him in the Senate. 

Several such reports have been brought to the Senator’s atten- 
tion since the primary closing date a short time back. None of 
them, he insists, has any basis of fact. The assurance he is giving 
to his friends in the face of the rumors is a firm declaration that 
if elected to another term he will continue to serve until the end 
of his term. 

Former Mayor Flannery Pope, of Dublin, a stanch supporter of 
the Georgia Senator, was disturbed enough by the reports to com- 
municate them direct to Washington. While treating them lightly 
himself, he felt that they were of sufficient importance for the 
Senator to take some cognizance. This Sen. George has done by 
authorizing the statement that no such proposal has ever been sug- 
gested to him.

No Active Campaign termined to remain on the job in 
Washington and take no active part in the campaign for his re- 
election. He has denied having any plans for setting up State head- 
quarters in Atlanta and that he intends to make several speeches 
over the State. 

The only organized campaign activity in his behalf so far as he 
is presently aware will consist of the efforts of his friends in vari- 
ous cities and communities. Several of these have already been 
started in the larger cities of the State and others may be expected 
to follow as a routine matter. But the Senator’s friends have as- 
sured him that it will not be necessary for him to return to the 
State to be re-elected. 

Sen. George points out that he could not very well afford to 
leave Washington and go back to the State for active campaigning 
during the next two months. As Chairman of the top-ranking 
committee of the Senate, the Committee on Finance, he will have 
his hands full handling legislation forming a key part of the Ad- 
ministration program. This includes, in particular, the social secu- 
rity extension bill and the tax revision measure now being written 
by the House Ways and Means Committee. Also as one of the 
big guns of the big guns of the Southern opposition to the FEPC 
Bill, it is important that he remain constantly on the scene to assist 


in the fight being waged against that measure. 

: Southern Democrats, under the floor leadership 
First Round of Sen. Richard B. Russell, of Georgia, have won 
the first round in the new fight to prevent Senate passage of the 
Administration-supported FEPC Bill. After being kept before the 
Senate for four days during the past week, the measure, already 
passed by the House in a lukewarm version, was laid aside to per- 
mit consideration of President Truman’s reorganization plan deal- 
ing with the National Labor Relations Board. 

Over the objection of Majority Leader Scott Lucas, Sen. Rus- 
sell was able to corral enough Southern votes, combined with Re- 
publican support, to put the skids on FEPC. But he realizes that 
the victory is only temporary. Another effort will be made to 
bring the bill forward. 

Southern Senators are out to defeat the controversial legisla- 
tion, with the filibuster to be employed as the chief means of pre- 
venting the bill from coming to a vote—just as it has successfully 
in the past when other civil rights measures were brought up. In 
the present debate, however, Sen. Russell complains that opponents 
of the bill, although charged with filibustering, have had little 
chance to present their views. Most of the talking, he points 
out, has been done on the other side. 


Cloture Sen. Russell is counting strongly on the record of Sen- 

ate attendance to aid him in leading the Southern forces 
to victory again when the final showdown comes on invoking clo- 
ture as a means of killing the filibuster by shutting off debate. To 
impose cloture under the new rules adopted last year, it requires 
the votes of 64 of the 96 members of the Senate—two-thirds of the 
full membership. He finds from a study of Senate records over the 
years that an attendance of not more than 80 percent is usual after 
a session is four or five months old. For the first.five or six weeks 
the attendance holds around 90 to 93 percent. 

The explanation, Russell says, is that older members of the cham- 
ber get tired of the constant talk and are more inclined to remain 
away much of the time. He sees where this absenteeism may mate- 
rially aid the Southerners in their drive to prevent cloture from 
getting the necessary 64 votes. 

The Georgia Senator is credited with putting over the maneuver 
last session by which a change in the Senate rules makes it more 
difficult to impose any limitation on debate. 


Rep. James C. Davis, of Decatur, took the 
Lawson Protest floor of the House this week to deliver a vig- 
orous speech of protest against the action of the Administration 
in ordering the closing of the Lawson General Hospital in Atlanta 
and the abandonment of plans for building a new 500-bed Veterans’ 
Administration general hospital on a site already acquired near 
Emory University. 
He served notice that if the order closing Lawson Hospital is 
not rescinded, he will introduce a bill to provide that it be kept open. 
Previously Rep. Davis had sent two telegrams of protest to the 
President over the closing order. In his speech on the floor he 
told the House it was an “unthinkable thing to close Lawson Vet- 
erans’ Hospital in Atlanta when Atlanta is conceded by every- 
one to be the largest and best medical center in the Southeast.” 
Closing the Atlanta VA hospital was linked with an order trans- 
ferring the Oliver General Hospital at Augusta to the Veterans’ 
Administration. The effect of the order, Judge Davis said, will 
be to deprive veterans of the Atlanta area of the facilities which 
are much needed there to take care of patients. He was particu- 
larly critical of the announcement that the proposed new hospital 
near Emory is to be abandoned, pointing out that the Government 
has already purchased a site for the institution at a cost of $250,000 
The Decatur Congressman made his protest after hearing from a

The States’ Righters claimed, 
from the outset, that they seek 
to control the Democratic 
Party by working toward 
that goal within the party 
framework. At the same time, 
the States’ Rights delegates to 
the 1948 National Democratic 
Contention walked out of the 
meeting. Not much effort was 
expended to explain an ap- 
parent contradiction. 


Spokesmen for President Tru- 
man’s administration, mean- 
while, assailed the States’ Right- 
ers as plain party bolters. Even 
people who dislike the Fair Deal 
but cling to party ties, regard- 
less of what the party seems to 
do, insisted that the States’ 
Rights movement was strictly 
provincial. 

They charged that “Dixie- 
crats” either would hand gver 
the citizens’ vote to the Repub- 
licans or purposely’ splinter 
America’s two-party system. 


LEADERSHIP — The States’ 
Righters hope they can rule a na- 
tionally recognized political 
chieftain to carry their banners. 

They are still flirting with 
such men as James F. Byrnes, 
former Secretary of State. They 
fee] that Jimmy Byrnes will 
climb all the way aboard their 
bandwagon as soon as he is 
elected governor of South Car- 
olina, 

Byrnes, however, has not em- 
braced the States’ Righters in 
anything like a do-or-die fashion 
despite his continual barrage 
against the Fair Deal. 

The States’ Righters also are 
winking in the direction of Vir- 
ginia’s staunch Sen. Harry Byrd, 
who wavered toward them in 
1948 only to stand with the na- 
tional party. 


FINANCES—Whether the SR 
faction can carry out its educa- 
tional program, depends, of 
course, on how much money 
they have in their wallets, and 
how successful they may be in 
securing more. 

They are asking contributions. 
They are denying that they are 
financed by the major oil in- 
terests, which is one of the 
charges levelled against them 
but not yet proved true by their 
foes. 


TIME ELEMENT—tThe States’ 
Righters may be too late. Only 
time will tell. Some Southern 
campaigns already have been 
decided. 

As everyone knows, the States’ 
Rights movement lost ground in 
Alabama on May 20. Party loy- 
alists won control of the State 
Democratic Executive Commit- 
tee. 


Campaign situations are de- 
veloping fast elsewhere. And, 
unless the States’ Righters move 
faster than a slow Dixie drawl, 
they may be too late with too 
little.

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Caleb Diplock Intended to Disinherit His Relatives 
—But One Careless Word Defeated His Purpose

| IS doubtful whether Caleb Diplock ever knew 
or cared—how many relatives he had. 

His grandfather, also named Caleb, had 
31 children. So Caleb Diplock had kin of vary- 
ing degrees of relationship scattered around the 
world. He disliked them all impartially—and 
did not even bother to say why. 

Above all, he did not want any of them to 
get a cent of the fortune he accumulated by 
painstaking thrift—-some called it miserliness— 
in his 95 years of life in England. 

Caleb Diplock inherited $265,000 from _ his 
father—and saw it grow to more than $2,100,000 
through frugal living and careful investment. 

He pinched pennies in trivial ways. He 
changed the meeting hours of the boards of 
various utility companies he controlled, so that 
he could take advantage of cheaper railroad 
rates prevailing at certain hours from his home, 
South Down Hall, near Eastbourne, to his offices. 
In that way he saved 90 cents a year. 

He kept a strict watch on the payrolls of his 
utilities. If an employe died in the middle of the 
week the widow found a deduction in her hus- 
band’s final pay envelope for the days following 
his death. ; 

Only once in his life, it appears, did Caleb 
Diplock become careless where money was con- 
cerned. That was in 1919 when he suffered a 
sudden heart attack. He hastily summoned a 
lawyer and asked him to draw up a will. 

“If I am going to die,” he said, “I don't want 
any of my relatives to get a penny of my money. 
I want to leave it in trust to you and two 
others, to be given to charities, which you and 
the other trustees must select.” 

The will was speedily drawn. It provided 
that the bulk of his fortune—estimated at nearly 
$1,175,000 after payment of death duties — 
Should go to “charitable or benevolent institu- 
tions.”” No one at the time realized how much 
trouble that little word ‘“or’’—tossed carelessly 
into the document-—could cause: that it might 
defeat Caleb Diplock’s whole purpose. 

Caleb Diplock did not die in 1919. He lived 
17 years more and died in 1936 at the age of 95. 
During those years he never thought of his will. 
It cut off--he thought—-his despised relatives 
and he was satisfied. 

His will was published in June, 1936, and 
brought an avalanche of applications from chari- 
table organizations. The trustees selected 139 
hospitals, homes and funds, to which they gave 
sums ranging from $200 to $84,000-—the latter 
sum going to Guy’s Hospital, in London, to 
rebuild a children’s ward. 

Diplock relatives throughout the world 
sought for some flaw through which the will 
might be broken, but found nothing until John 
Henry Diplock, a cousin living on a miner's 
accident pension in Melbourne, Australia, by 
chance showed a copy to a friend. 

The friend showed it to a lawyer and some- 
thing stirred in the lawyer’s mind at the sight 
of the word “or” in the phrase “charitable or 
benevolent institutions.”’ 

“I think this will can be broken,” he said. 

That was in 1939. The will was called to 
the attention of a firm of London lawyers. They 
contended that the use of the word “or’’ gave 
the trustees the option of distributing the money 
either to “charitable” institutions or to “benev- 
olent’’ ones. But, while the terms ‘“charitable”’ 
might be readily defined at law, the term 
‘“benevolent’’ was so broad, they said, that it 
could not be defined legally. 

Therefore, the lawyers said, 
uncertain, indefinite and void. 

They brought that claim to Chancery Court 
in 1940. Charitable organizations who had al- 
ready received their shares of the money op- 
posed the suit. The Chancery Court held that 
the will was good and that the charities could 
keep their money. 

But the Appeals court reversed the decision. 
It agreed that the little word “or” made the 
will too indefinite. If Caleb Diplock had used 
the word “and’’—if he had left his money to 
“charitable and benevolent institutions’ — the 
Appeals court said, his will might have been 
good. But the “or’’ made it meaningless. The 
House of Lords, final court of appeals, agreed.

There was consternation among the 139 
charities and joy among Diplock relatives. Hun- 
dreds of claimants came forward seeking a 
share in the estate. The list was finally reduced 
to 48, who, the courts ruled, had presented ac- 
ceptable proof of kinship. But the list was 
still not closed. Anyone presenting valid proofs 
could still get on it and get a share of the fortune,

Caleb Diplock had one brother and a sister 
But neither he nor she married and they died 
before he did. His next of kin, therefore, were 
descendants of his aunts and uncles. 

The grandfather was married twice and Eng- 
lish law provides that, if there are children 
from two or more marriages, only the children 
of the first wife rank legally as next of kin. 
Thus, the. descendants of Grandfather Caleb's 
second wife have no claim. 

When the will was declared invalid, suit was 
started to recover the money from the charities. 
Many had spent their share. Many had been 
nationalized. Consequently the government came 
into the case as a defendant. | 

The Appeals court held it was ‘‘unconscion- 
able” for the charities to keep the money. The 
charities said that money which had been ex- 
pended by them couldn't be returned and an- 
nounced they would appeal to the House of 
Lords.

“T'll never quit,” he swore, “till I kill every 
man who had a hand in this.”’

The dead man was one of the few The Kid 
ever counted as a friend, John Tunstall, a fun- 
loving Englishman who sought adventure on 
the - wild New Mexico frontier and found death 
in a violent feud. 

It was a feud that grew from the struggle 
of fearless, strong-willed men for mastery of 
the untamed reaches of Pecos Valley. 

John Chisum, hard-bitten Texas cow man, 
moved into the region at the close of the Civil 
War, driving thousands of freshly branded. long-

There was a sudden flash of guns. 

~ Brady, struck in the back, dropped dying 
in the dusty street. Hindman staggered a hun- 
dred feet before he, tqo, fell, mortally wounded.

Retaliation was swift. Men rode out from 
ranches never to be seen again. There were 
running gun fights through the canyons. Each 
side named a sheriff of its own choosing as the 
factions maneuvered for a decisive blow. 


ONE night The Kid, now the accepted leader 

of the McSween-Chisum fighters, slipped 
into Lincoln under darkness with a band of his 
men.

HE war was on! Though only 18, Billy The 

Kid was no novice as a killer. Often he had 
killed with little or no reason. Now perhaps 
he felt he had cause to shoot. 

Tunstall had met him Joafing in a Lincoln 
saloon. The rollicking Englishman didn’t care 
how many men the young desperado had shot. 
He took a liking to the icy-nerved cowboy and 
gave him a job. The Kid returned his kindness 
with loyalty—and deadly vengeance. 

Tunstall’s burial was scarcely over before 
The Kid’s six-shooters roared. Billy Morton 
and Frank Baker, who rode with the slayers 
the day Tunstall was killed, were shot down 
as they knelt pleading for their lives.

Night brought an end to the first day’s 
fighting with no one killed. 

McSween rejoiced that his prayers to spare 
lives had been answered. 

Billy The Kid was not as hopeful about the 
outcome. 

“We'd better get out of here while it’s dark 
and get help,” he argued. ‘We're outnumbered 
five to one.” 

McSween refused. 


A! DAYBREAK the next morning the crack 
of rifles began anew. Well aimed shots 
from the house brought down two Murphy 
marksmen who opened fire from a hillside over- 
looking the town. 

McSween winced at The Kid’s yell, “Good, 
we got ’em.” 

The fighting went on without let-up through 
the second day. Again those inside the bullet- 
pocked house escaped uninjured. Mrs. MeSween 
stayed by her stove. Her husband prayed on 
for a peaceful end to the warfare. 

The third day began as the others had, with 
a fusillade of shots. Lincoln by day looked 
like a deserted town. No one moved in sight, 
but each building-bristled with gunmen. The 
continuous clatter of rifles was the only sound.

The first three to leave crumpled under a 
withering blast as they ran for their lives. 
Several others esca by darting into the 
shadows between volleys. 

The Kid tried to press a gun into McSween's 
hand, but he pushed it aside. 


FRECT and with his Bible still clutched in 

his hand he stepped out of the smoking door- 
way. Unhurried, he walked slowly for a few 
steps. 

There was a shout, then a crash of shots. 
McSween, the strange fighting man who loved 
peace, fell riddled. 

The Kid dashed from the burning ruins with 
both six-shooters roaring. A rain of lead whined 
around his leaping form, tearing his ciothes, 
but miraculously missing him. 

His own shots killed one man and wounded 
two others before he vanished into the darkness 
and escaped to the hills. 

The three-day battle brought Federal inter- 
vention and an end to the Lincoln County war, 
but for Billy The Kid the feud never ended. 

For those who had slain his benefactor, 
Tunstall, and others, he carried on a private 
vendetta with deadly effect until a night three 
years later when Sheriff Pat Garrett fired the 
shot that finally killed him as he stepped into 
a darkened room at Fort Sumner.

Charities for children were especially 
favored, for they had not been blessed with 
children. Beyond her death he still loved her 
to the measures his soul could reach. 

Jefferds was a proper Bostonian who for 37 
years was advertising manager of Symphony 
Hall, auditorium of Boston’s Symphony Orches- 
tra. He came in contact with great and near 
great, finding none as lovely and accomplished 
as his wife. 

She was Eva M. Robbins, a handsome woman, 
already matured, a few years his junior when 
they courted on the croquet greens in the '90s 
and he built their home in the Hyde Park sec- 
tion. He was 30 when they married in 1894, a 
man of distinguished appearance, medium height. 
Later he added weight but was never portly. 
He wore a small mustache that silvered. He

Until his death revealed the story of the 
empty chair at the dining table and disclosed 
his will attesting to his devotion to her memory 
few realized the extent to which Eva Jefferds 
had fulfilled the level of his every meed. Then 
from Miss Alice M. Gould, the fine woman who 
had been their housekeeper, from friends and 
former business acquaintances came _ recollec- 
tions showing the depth of his affection. 

While he was at business he telephoned her 
twice daily to inquire for her well-being.

He had no social life 
except she was a part of it. If he entertained 
a visiting star, Mrs. Jefferds was always hostess.

44 KAY, Ronnie, this is it!” 

It was the voice of doom descending 
on the frail shoulders of the 13-year- 
old boy. As he climbed out of the car, the sight 
of the stately, friendly building before nim was 
replaced by a mental picture of the prisons he 
had seen in the countless movies he had sneaked 

into while he should have been in school. 

There were no bars on the windows, but the 
scared kid put them there along with other vivid 
imaginings of turnkeys, jail cells, tin cups clank- 
ing on a bare wooden table. 

This was it, all right. This-——-he thought-— 
was his prison. The boy's brash bravado was 


swamped by fear as he entered the Indiana Boys 
School in Plainfield on that bleak November 
day in 1932. 


Ronnie was born the tenth of 11 children 
into a home of poverty and strife. His father 
deserted the family when Ronnie was six years 
old. The boy roamed the streets and hated school 
because he was always hungry and never decent- 
ly clothed or shod. He sought escape in a make- 
believe world of movies. 

So Ronnie Alcorn became a truant and the 
law caught up with him. Overnight, the fright- 
ened waif found out his “prison’’ was not what 
he thought. He had clean sheets for the first 
time in his life and a pair of new shoes. 

As the days wore on, the pacified truant 
had other wondrous things, including the pa- 


ternal friendship of kind Walter A. Wheeler, 
superintendent of Cottage 13. He had Nel- 
lie and Daisy, the work horses, and he 
knew what genuine grief was the day his 
beloved Nellie and her newborn colt died.

When he went back to schook Ronnie was 
pointed to as “the kid from Plainfield.” 

“Don't play with him,” well-meaning parents 
told their children.

Then the local parole officer 
reassigned the truant to Plainfield. 

In May of 1936, Ronnie, at 17, left Plain- 
field for good.

TOMIC medicine may be credited with one 
of its most impressive treatments of 
disease. 

Suffering from toxic goiter, 184 patients have 
been treated with radioactive iodine at, Mount 
Sinai Hospital in New York, and 182 have been 
pronounced free of the disease. 

Success with so large a group of patients 
today vindicates experiments with radioactive 
iodine begun several years ago and it is clear now 
that atomic medicine is more effective and less 
troublesome in diffuse toxic goiter than is 
surgery or any other known treatment. 

As early as 1946 and again in 1948 The 

American Weekly published accounts of the 
pioneering work of the experimenta! use of radio- 
active iodine in toxic goiter and other diseases of 
the thyroid. The articles emphasized the im- 
portance of the widest possible medical use of 
radioactive chemicals produced by the country’s 
atomic energy piles. 
_ Since then, the distribution of the medicines 
to many hospitals and physicians has grown 
broadly. The present achievement at Mount 
Sinai Hospital makes good the early promise of 
the radio iodine treatment. 

Most of the Mount Sinai goiter patients re- 
quired only one dose of radioactive iodine... It 
was taken by mouth in a sort of cocktail. Some 
who were not cleared of the disease fully by one 
treatment received another dose, a smaller one, 
after a month or two. 

The series of treated patients consisted of 
146 women and 38 men, ranging in age from 30 
to more than 90 years. A group of the hos-

After all traces and symptoms of the disease 
disappeared each patient was checked up med- 
ically from time to time. In from three to 30 
months of such follow-up examination not a 
single recurrence of the thyroid disease was 
found. 

The hospital staff doctors, noted for their 
caution in drawing conclusions from.new work, 
nevertheless did not hesitate to declare that 
“cures” were achieved in most cases. Two pa- 
tients died. One, a very fat woman, was sus- 
pected of having died suddenly because the 
administered radioactive ,iodine stimulated a 
tremendous, unpredictable overactivity of the 
diseased thyroid gland, described as “thyroid 
storm.”’ The other death had no relation to the 
atomic energy treatment. 

In 13 of the treated persons excessive produc- 
tion of the hormone of the thyroid, which con- 
stitutes a toxic goiter, was not only lowered, 
but actually reduced to below th: normal level. 
Thus an insufficiency of thyroid secretion (hypo- 
thyroidism) was produced.

The symptoms, however, were easily con 
trolled by giving these patients thyroid prepara. 
tions and from the experience the doctors 
learned a lesson. They saw that great care must 
be used not to give too large doses of the radio- 
active medicine. 

In goiter there may be simply an enlarge- 
ment of the thyroid gland tissues, without over- 
production of the gland’s famous hormone, This 
is simple goiter. When, however, there is over. 
activity of the gland, so that too much of its 
hormone is produced, the entire chemica] system 
of the body is upset. Toxic goiter is this condi. 
tion of hyper-thyroidism—too much thyroid 
secretion. 

A certain amount of thyroid gland hormone 
is essential for normal life. This potent chemieaj 
is required for foodstuffs to be burned ag fuel 
within the body, so that heat and energy of 
muscles and nerves may be generated. 

Excessive amounts of the hormone, however 
result in too rapid chemical combustion: the body 
loses weight; the appetite increases enormously 
but whatever is eaten is used up rapidly. Fatigue 
then ensues and nervousness, digestive troubles 
irritation and other symptoms of a wasting body,

cumulates in the thyroid tissues which are active 
Its atoms give out rays that destroy tissues, In 
that way the overactivity of the thyroid gland 
in toxic goiter is braked. 


Toxic goiter may be due to widely distributed 
overactive thyroid tissues and is then known as 
diffuse. It also may be due to definite tumors 
and is then known as nodular. The Mount Sinai 


physicians say that it is still more prudent to | 
have the nodular type of toxic goiter treated by | 
surgery, so that no possible remaining part of a | 


tumor may later become a cancer.

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The Chivalrous Knights 
of the Round Table Set 
Out in Quest of the Holy 
Grail, the Most Sought- 
After Relic of All Time. 
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By Warren Hall 


IMES were hard in Syria in 1910. There 
was a famine, and Arabs in the vicinity of 
Antioch, the ancient capital of the country, 
took to digging for truffles, the edible tubers 
resembling mushrooms, which were rather com- 
on in the region. 

n the process, some of them dug up pieces 
of antique glass and metalware which, they soon 
discovered, could be sold for enough to buy 
, many bushels of truffles. 

m That started a flurry which resembled a4 
; gold rush. Eager searchers literally left no 
Late that year a group of 
Arabs found, at the bottom of a well which 
had been dry for centuries, an heirloom which 
has caused more speculation and produced more 
reverent awe than any comparable discovery in 


Only the other day a permanent sanctuary 
was provided for the Great Chalice of Antioch, 
an enigmatic, inscrutable treasure which many 


renowned savants be- 
lieve may be the cup 
from which Christ and 
His disciples drank at 
the Last Supper, the 
legendary Holy Grail 
for which Knights and 
heroes have’ hunted 
through centuries of 
verse and story. 

It was evident that 
the concealment of the 
Antioch trove had been 
unpremeditated. Some- 
one, charged with the 
custody of precious reli- 
gious relics, had thrown 
them down the well to 
avoid their seizure in a 
raid——probably, it devel- 
oped later, during one of 
the many wars which 
swept over the region in 
the sixth century. Then 
disaster overtook the 
custodian and more than 
a millennium went by. 

From the bottom of 
the stone-lined pit the 
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Arabs took two silver chalices, a large silver 
cross, three embossed silver book covers and the 
metallic remnants of several other articles which 
had rotted away. One of the chalices was a 
rather ordinary vessel of the type used in the 
vicinity about 500 A.D. Even through the en- 
crusted dirt and corrosion, the other communion 
cup showed workmanship that made it unique. 

Syrian law provided that anything found 
underground belonged to the government, but 
there were ways of avoiding the edict. Within 
a week the contents of the well had been sold 
to Kouchakji Freres, wealthy Aleppo antique 
dealers. The strange communion cup, even then 
quite obviously one of the oldest Christian relics 
ever unearthed, was smuggled out of the couniry 
to resume its place as an object of reverence. 

The chalice has two parts, a simple inner 
cup and an elaborately carved goblet-shaped 
outer shell designed to hold and protect it. It 
is seven and one-half inches high, measures 
six inches in diameter at the top and would hold 
about two and a half quarts of liquid. 

Worked in relief on the outer portion are 
more than 240 individual objects, including 
12 seated figures surrounded by entwined grape- 
vines, birds, animals, food, fruit and other 
symbolic items. The central figure -on opposite 
sides of the bow! is identified as Christ, one dur- 
ing his youth and the other after maturity. 


tT inner cup could have been made at any 
time. There is no doubt it could have existed 
on that occasion destribed by St. Matthew: 
“But when it was evening, He sat down with 
His 12 disciples . . . and taking the chalice, He 
gave thanks, and gave to them, saying ‘Drink 
ye all of this’.”’ | 
That was the feeling that imbued Professor 
Gustavus Eisen, former curator of the California 
Academy of Sciences and an authority on early 
Christian art, who was the first of scores of 
archeologists to study the baffling receptacle. 
After spending nine years in contemplation of 
the subject, Dr. Eisen wrote two books in which 
he attempted to substantiate his opinion that 
the holder was made before 100 A.D. by an 
artist who had seen Christ and the Apostles;

that the two representations of Christ are actual 
portraits of Him; that the other figures are 
portraits of Christian leaders; that the inner 
cup was the one used by Christ at the Last 
Supper. when He instituted the sacrament of 
the Eucharist. 

Dr. William R. Newbold, of the University of 
Pennsylvania, another of those who devoted 
much time to a study of the chalice, felt that 
its most impressive feature is the figures. 

“They are so vivid, So full of life and char- 
acter,” he said, “that they give the impression 
of being actual portraits of real people, and the 
longer one looks the deeper the impression 
becomes.” 


| IKE Dr. Eisen, he thought the real problem 
was the time that the holder was made. 

“It is clear,”’ he said, “that the cup is more 
ancient than the holder, and that the holder 
was made expressly to preserve and exhibit it. 
It must have been a very sacred object, other- 
wise it would not have been thought worthy of 
so magnificent and so costly a shrine. 

“If the holder was made several hundred 
years after Christ, one might assume that the 
cup was simply an old communion cup, regarded 
as sacred because it had been so long in use. 
But if the holder was made during the lifetime 
of the first generation of Christians, what very 
sacred cup could they have had? Dr. Eisen 
can think of no other one than that used by 
Christ at the Last Supper, and I am inclined to 
agree with him.” 

In the lip of the inner cup, which is folded 
over the rim of the holder, there are numerous 
nicks which indicate that small pieces of the 
silver have been chipped away. One writer says: 

“Where could we find a more obvious expla- 
nation than that some few who had earned 
them were given small chips of the edge of a cup 
that the lips of the Saviour had touched?” 

The cup from which Christ drank later 
became known as the Holy Grail, the famous 
talisman of Arthurian romance, the object of 
quest on the part of the Knights of the Round 
Table. According to a legend which appeared 


in literature as early as the 12th century, after’ 


the Last Supper the cup came into the possession 
of Joseph of Arimathea, who caught in it some 
of the blood that flowed from the wounds of the 


crucified Saviour. 


The legend relates that Joseph was conveyed 
to England to escape persecution and carried 
the precious vessel with him; that throughout 
his life it furnished him -with food, drink and 
spiritual sustenance; and at his death he charged 
his successors to guard it faithfully. 

In one form of the legend, ae the pure of 
heart can hope to see the Grail. Three of 
Arthur’s knights, Galahad, Perceval and Bors, 
achieved that goal. Galahad is said to have 
had it in his possession, and to have given it to 
Perceval, on whose death it was taken up to 
heaven. Perceval is called Parsifal in Wagner's 
famous musical drama. 

To those who believe that the Great 
Chalice is really the cup of Christ, the 
question is not how it got to England 
or Germany for legendary heroes to dis- 
cover, but how it happened to be in 
Antioch. Professor Newbold offered one 
explanation: 

“Many New Testament'students think 
it likely that the Last Supper was eaten 
in the house of Mary, mother of Mark. 
Fifteen years later we find Mary’s house 
a meeting place of Christians. Thither 
Peter fled after his escape from prison, 
. and it is indicated (Acts xii, 11-19) 

that Mary’s house was not overlooked 

« in the search for Peter.

“Mary and Mark must have been in imminent 
danger of arrest and execution, and this may 
be .the reason why Mark soon afterward ac- 
companied Paul and Barnabas to Antioch (Acts 
xii, 25). Probably Mary accompanied him or 
soon followed him, which would explain how the 
cup, which was Mary's property, reached 
Antioch as early as 45 A.D.” 

Professor Newbold thought it peculiarly sig- 
nificant that 10-——and not 12—-other men are on 
the chalice and that five of thém are grouped 
around Christ on each side. 

“I know of only one peé@riod,”’ he said, “in 
which two groups of five men occupied such a 
conspicuous position of prestige and authority 
in the Christian Church as to justify an artist 
in placing them upon his masterpiece as repre- 
sentatives of the Church as a whole. 

“That was in the years immediately follow- 
ing 50 A.D. when, so far as we know, there 
were only two strong, well-organized Christian 
churches in the world—-the Church of Jerusalem, 
mother church of all the churches of Jewish 
Christians in Palestine, Rome ahd elsewhere, 
and the Church of Antioch, composed of Gentiles 
and itself the mother church of the recently 
founded Gentile churches of Asia Minor. And 
each of these two churches was governed by 
five men.”’ 


ye the experts debated over the date and 
origin of the chalice, people in general con- 
tinued to regard it with reverence, Countless thou- 
sands filed slowly past it when it was shown 
at the Louvre in Paris in 1931; it was given a 
hall to itself at the Century of Progress World's 
Fair in Chicago in 1933 and '34, and was 
revealed briefly at the Brooklyn Museum, 
Worcester Art Museum, Baltimore Museum and 
at a special exhibition in Boston last year. 

The Kouchakji family, convinced that the 
chalice was more likely than not the actual cup 
of Christ, refused to part with it and, when it 
was not on exhibition, kept it in a New York 
bank vault. When negotiations for its sale 
were concluded the other day, Fahim Kouch- 
akji, head of the family, sighed with relief. 

“Owning it has been a responsibility,” he 
said. “I was afraid I might die before it found 
its proper home. Now I think it will be in 
exactly the right place.” 

That place, it developed, was The Cloisters, 
a branch of New York City’s Metropolitan 
Museum of Art which was opened in Fort Tryon 
Park in 1938 to house European medieval art. 
James J. Rorimer, director of The Cloisters, said 
that he had been deeply interested in the chalice 
for more than 20 years and was happy that the 
museum had been able to acquire it through 
funds provided by John D. Rockefeller, Jr. 

“We did not buy it because we believe it is 
the Grail,” he said. “My personal belief is that 
it was produced somewhere between the third 
and sixth centuries, probably in the fifth. But 
it is a beautiful example of early Christian art 
and is probably the oldest Christian chalice now 
known to man.” ~* 

It is now on temporary exhibition and will 
be removed from public display this fall to 
be prepared for permanent installation next 
year as the “key monument” in the museum's 
early Christian collection, which is believed by 
many to be the finest in the country.

Restivo, 21, was under contract to one of the 
stables but had been assigned only to a few 
mounts and his record was mediocre.

each said that the jockey was trying to borrow 
money and promising informat on a sure 
winner. 

The good thing was g the next day.

many .horses running in New England. 
Eric was an in-and-outer. 
didn't think much of him. 

A mirror was placed at the rear of the horse’s 
stall and a number of agents were detailed to 
keep watch. 

The night of Nov. 10 and the morning of the 
llth passed without incident. “Then, at 12:25 
p. m. on the 11th, Restivo was spotted approach- 
ing the stable. 
stall for two minutes. Then he called softly to 
the horse. 

King Eric rambled over to the door. The 
jockey opened the lower half and tossed a 
small white object inside. He left. 

At 12:40, he was back again. He seemed 
nervous and jittery. The agents waited. Again 
he called the horse to the front of the stall. 
This time he opened the top half and was about 
to give something to the horse when the agents 
closed in. 

He was carrying a cube of saturated sugar 
in his closed fist. 

At his quarters, Restivo gave the agents a 
bottle containing some liquid. He said a jockey 
gave it to him at Detroit. The chemically treated 
sugar was sent to the stable laboratories for 
analysis. 

The jockey said he had tossed the first piece 
of sugar into the stall so the horse would go

for the second one. 


He said he needed money for his wife and 
daughter, who were with his parents in Brooklyn, 
He had planned to stimulate the horse and make 
money through bets made for him by friends 
and stable acquaintances. 

He said two Brooklyn men had also agreed 
to lay a bet on King Eric for him. 

Restivo said he had been an exercise boy 
and jockey for Jim Fitzsimmons, Frank Kearns 
and other noted trainers. 

Meanwhile, veterinarians said King Eric was 
fit to run. Jockey Milligan rode him. Off at 
514 to 1, he was 11 lengths behind the leader 
going into the stretch, but made a whirlwind 
finish to come in fourth, a secant length behind 
the winning Lena O. 

According to the charts, he should have won 
the race——‘'King Eric was forced to take the 
overland route (going wide) making his stretch 
run.” 

In Brooklyn, the men named by Restivo said 
they had not bet on King Eric. Restivo, they 
said. had been crying wolf once too often, having 
given them a number of tips on horses that ran 
out of the money. 

From the laboratory came a report that the 
sugar cube had been doctored with strychnine 
and brucine—both alkaloids used to stimuldte 
the central nervous system. 

Restivo explained that he had turned to 
touting horses to make a living after failing to 
get sufficient mounts during the New England 
racing season. 

Later, he was ruled off the turf by action 
of the New Hampshire Racing Commission.

ORE and more, every year, we are get- 
M ting acquainted with a vast family of 

mysterious organisms living almost 
everywhere around us. 

It is the family of the fungi which includes 
the molds, and as we learn more about certain 
members of this family, we find that some of 
them can be a major means of prolonging our 
lives. 

Housewives know one mold growth well, for 
it grows on their bread. Other fungi, outside 
the door, are familiar, for they are specimens 
of the mushroom. 

Molds which grow in laboratories are ones 
which concern us particularly. They are the 
micro-organisms, the tiny molds, that produce 
the already widely used drugs, Penicillin, Strep- 
tomycin, Aureomycin and Chloromycetin. 

These alone have done so much to combat 
disease in the human race that there seems now 
no telling what advances may be made as sci- 
entific studies are pursued. 

Up to now 70,000 varieties of the lowly 
plants, the fungi, have been identified. The use 
of some of them against disease opens a whole 
new field of scientific research. 


The fungus is a plant, some forms of which 


,are so small that they can be seen only through 


a microscope. The fungus lives and grows with- 
out using chlorophyll, This sets it apart from 
others plants, in which the green chemical, 
chlorophyll, is present. It may be a parasite 


_that feeds upon other living organisms, but 


mostly it lives on dead or inert matter. 


From our viewpoint there are good minute 
fungi and bad ones. The good ones fight germs 
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The Gelatinous Coral Fungus (Clavaria Gelatinosa) Is Poisonous but Not 


Often Deadly. 


for us. The bad ones attack us much as germs do. 

Among the familiar maladies known to be 
caused by fungus invaders are ringworm infec- 
tions, including athlete's foot. 

Another type of infection can be contracted 
in your flower gardén. These fungi are feeding 
on another plant. A prick or a scratch in your 
skin may give them a chance to assail you. Small 
knots or nodules under the skin result from this, 
and become ulcers. They heal readily but the 
invader may remain dormant a while, waiting 
to renew the attack. 

More serious infections can result from fungi 
that are carried on dust particles or in moisture 
in the air and breathed into the lungs. 

Other fungi enter the nose and mouth and 
produce infection in the mucous membrane or 
travel down the digestive tract and there cause 
a disturbance. 


NE yeast-like fungus that may be breathed in 

or may pass through the skin appears to seek 
out the brain tissues for its onslaughts and 
sometimes forms ulcers and tumors in other 
parts of the body. 

DeSert rheumatism or San Joaquin fever is 
one of the commonest fungus diseases and usu- 
ally starts with symptoms like those of a cold. 
Other fungus infections have been mistaken for 
appendicitis. | 

Against the fungus infections, and the at- 


» tacks of other parasites, medical scientists are 


waging a hard fight with drugs that include 
lodine, Mercury, Permanganate of Potassium.

powder were most effective against athlete’s foot. 
Both-in prevention andccure these were suecess- 
ful in from seven to eight Cases on the average 
out of ten treated. , 

Last year a group of medical scientists dis- 
covered a new antibiotic from a germ which 
was shown to be effective against many disease- 
causing fungi. It is called Bacillomycin (Ba- 
sil-o-my-sin) and has been used successfully in 
ringworm of the scalp, athlete's foot and fungi 
infections of the hands and other parts of the 
body. . (X-ray applications remained effective 
also in ringworm of the scalp.) 

Now Dr. Selman A. Waksman, famed Rutgers 
University scientist, has found Fradicin (Fra- 
dee-sin), a fungus-produced antibiotic which is 
effective against micro-fungi infections. 

These developments may have significance, 
even in‘the study of cancer. For at the Institute 
for Cancer Research in Philadelphia Dr. Irene 
Corey recently found fungi organisms growing 
inside cancer cells. They grew in cancer cells 
taken from patients ‘suffering from the disease 
and they grew also in cancer cells of mice. 

The discovery left two great questions un- 
answered: Do fungi cause cancer? Or do fungi 
invade cells after the cells have become can- 
cerous? 

The edible fungi are the best known of all. 
These are the mushrooms and they deserve t 
be understood as much as do their very sma 
relatives, 

When a Midwestern housewife called the 
attention of a New York mycologist (fungus 
expert) to a whopping big mushroom in her 
back yard, and said a neighbor had told her 
the variety was delicious, the expert warned 
her against it. 

“It’s a poisonous Green Gill,” he said, “Per- 
haps your neighbor did eat one without ill ef- 
fects. Some mushrooms are poisonous to only 
about one person. in five, but you shouldn't take 
the risk.” 

There are about 100 edible mushrooms for 
every poisonous one, this expert explained re- 
cently. He listed for The American Weekly 
four of the most common edible ones. 

The Meadow mushroom, which has a ring 
around the stalk and pink gills beneath the cap 
which later turn brown. The Puffballs, all of 
which are edible when the interior is white. The 
inky Caps, the cap of which really is buff or 
cream colored; as the gills mature they gradu- 
ally turn black from the base upward. The 
Sponge mushroom, which looks like a small 
sponge on stalks, 

Science's advance in the study of fungi can 
he pictured in a homely way. Our grandparents 
boiled mushrooms with a silver spoon; if the 
spoon turned black, they decided the mush- 
rooms were toadstools and wouldn't eat them. 
Today we know that sulphur discolored the 
spoon. Even a poisonous mushroom wouldn't 
turn the spoon black.

N THE quiet, prosperous city of Independence, 

J Mo., there stood in the year 1909 a huge stone 

edifice with curious parapets and towers 
known to everyone as Swope Mansion. 

It was owned at that time by the widowed 
Mrs. Logan Swope, who made her home there 
with five of her seven children: Chrisman, 31; 
Lucy Lee, 23; Margaret, 21; Stella, 16; and 
Sarah, 14. 

Also living there were Col. Thomas Hun- 
ton Swope, 81-year-old bachelor brother of the 
deceased Logan Swope, and his cousin and busi- 
ness advisor, J. Moss Hunton. Uncle Thomas, as 
the children called him, was the founder of the 
Swope fortune, 

Coming west in the 1850s, he had had the 
luck to settle on land which with the expansion 
of the railroad westward was destined to become 
part of Kansas City, Mo. By careful real estate 
dealing, Thomas Swope had piled up a fortune 
estimated at between $3,000,000 and $5,000.000., 

So Uncle Thomas was by no means unwel- 
come in the Swope Mansion—particularly since 
a few years earlier he had made a will dividing 
this fortune among his seven nephews and nieces. 

The two children of Mrs. Logan Swope who 
were not living under the family rooftree were 
her son, Thomas, 27, and her daughter, Frances, 
30, both married. Several years previously the 
beautiful Frances had caused a family crisis by 
marrying Dr. Bennett Clark Hyde of Kansas 
City. Dr, Hyde, son of a small town minister, 
was more than ten years her senior and had 
neither wealth nor social standing. Mrs. Swope 
had disapproved the marriage—-and Frances had 
responded by eloping. with the doctor. After 
their honeymoon the couple had settled down in 
Kansas City. 

In the following years, however, Dr. Hyde 
had risen rapidly in his profession until he was 
acclaimed as one of Kansas City’s leading phy- 
sicians. He was elected president of the County 
Medical Society. 

These achievements won over Mrs. Swope 
somewhat. A reconciliation was reached and 
Frances and her new husband were taken into 
the bosom of the family. 

Things went smoothly at Swope Mansion dur- 
ing 1909 until on Sept. 5 Colonel Swope was 
slightly injured in a household accident. The 
family physician, Dr. George Twyman, advised 
him to remain in bed for a time. 

On the next visit of Frances and her new 
husband to Swope Mansion, Dr. Hyde was told 
of the accident. 

“Perhaps I'd better have a look at him, too,” 
he offered. 

The Swopes were glad to have the benefit of 
the famous doctor's advice. 

Dr. Hyde went alone to the patient's room, 


EJOINING the family later, he said gravely: 

“He appears to have suffered considerably 
from’ shock and at his age it may lead to 
unexpected complications. He should have a 
trained nurse to keep an eye on him. I will 
send one around tomorrow.” 

Accordingly, Miss Pearl Keller, a competent 
nurse, took up vigil at the old man’s bedside. Dr. 
Hyde himself returned every few days to ex- 
amine the patient. 

“He’s doing well enough, but we mustn't 
hurry things,’’ he observed a week later. “The 
rest will do him good,” 


It was while Dr. Hyde was still making reg-. 
ular visits to Colonel Swope that death struck 


for the first time at Swope Mansion. On that 
day, Moss Hunton, Swope’s business advisor, 
suffered a sudden attack while at the family 
table. Dr. Twyman, arriving first, diagnosed 
apoplexy and awaited the arriVal of Dr. Hyde 
for confirmation. 

“It's apoplexy, all right,’’ Hyde said briskly. 
“In his case I'd suggest bleeding.’ 

Six pints of blood were taken from Hunton’'s 
body. He failed to respond to the treatment, 
however, and died that evening without having 
regained consciousness. 

It was to be expected that Colonel Swope 
would feel the loss of his advisor greatly. He 
had named Hunton administrator for his estate 
and now he would have to appoint a new one. 
Other business responsibilities would also fall 
upon him. In view of the possible strain that 
would be placed on Swope’s constitution, Dr. 
Hyde thought it best to stay over the week end 
in Swope Mansion and keep a close watch on the 
ailing millionaire. 

He spent several hours with Swope the next 
afternoon in his room. Upon emerging he 
handed Nurse Keller some capsules and said: 
“I'm worried about his digestion. Give him one 
of these with water tonight.” 

The following morning the doctor asked the 
nurse whether the colonel had taken his medicine. 

“I tried to give it to him, but he refused it,” 
the nurse said. . 

“Well, he’s got to take it,”” Dr. Hyde replied. 
“Come with me.” 

They went to the patient's bedroom, where 
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Hyde persuaded Swope to take the medicine. 
Half an hour later the nurse came running 
downstairs to report. that the colonel had been 
seized with convulsions, 

Dr. Hyde returned to the bedroom and 
mained with him the rest of the afternoon. In 
spite of his efforts, Colonel Swope died in the 
early evening. 

“Apoplexy again,” Dr. Hyde murmured. “He 
was a weak old man and the shock of his old 
friend’s passing was apparently too much for 


him. 

The day before his death, Colonel Swope had 
appointed as administrator his lawyer, John G. 
Paxton. When the colonel’s will was read, it was 
found that he had indeed divided his estate 
among his seven nephews and nieces, except for 
a liberal bequest to Moss Hunton.

One by One They Came Down With Dread Typhoid, 
Its Source a Mystery That Held Them in Terror 


The months of October and November were 
sad but busy ones for the Swope clan, filled with 
many meetings with the administrator to ar- 
range the distribution of the estate. 

Then in December tragedy struck again at 
Swope Mansion, this time in a new form. 

On the second day of that month four mem- 
bers of the household came down with typhoid 
fever. These were Chrisman and Margaret Swope, 
a maid named Leonora Copridge and a seam- 
stress named Georgia Compton. 

Upon being informed, Dr. Hyde moved with 
his wife into the mansion immediately, so that 
he could deal with the epidemic without giving 
up his regular practice. 

Mrs. Logan Swope, who was visiting in Chi- 
cago, hurried home. Chrisman Swope seemed 
gravely ill and since it was feared that he might 
die, the old lady sent for her daughter, Lucy Lee 
Swope, who was in Paris. 

Dr. Twyman was asked to assist Dr. Hyde 
and Miss Keller and two other nurses. were hired. 
The Swope Mansion was converted into a 
veritable hospital.

for several days. Then, under the care of Dr. 
Twyman, Chrisman began to show signs 
of improvement. On Dec. 6 the doctor even

permitted him to get up for a time. 


But when Dr. Hyde returned late that after- 
noon, he immediately ordered the patient back 
to bed and spent some hours alone in his room 
with him. 

It soon became apparent to the family that 
Chrisman Swope’s recovery had been premature, 
for he suffered a sharp relapse, accompanied 
by convulsions. 

The following day he showed no improvement 
and Dr. Hyde prescribed a medicine in capsule 
form. This seemed to do no good, for that after- 
noon Chrisman again had convulsions. This 
time he died. 

In the week following his funeral, Sarah and 
Stella, Mrs. Swope’s youngest daughters, were 
both stricken with typhoid fever. 

Then Mrs. Swope received a cablegram from 
Lucy Lee Swope, giving the date of her arrival 
in America by steamship. The busy Dr. Hyde 
took time enough off from his labors to travel 
by train to New York, meet Lucy Lee at the pier 
and escort her back to Independence. Here she 
began at once to assist in caring for the ill. 

Upon his return to Swope Mansion, Dr. Hyde 
found that in his absence Margaret Swope had 
begun to show improvement after a series of in- 
jections by Dr. Twyman. Dr. Hyde commended 
the doctor for his new approach and said that 
he would continue this treatment with Margaret. 
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“But I don't see Where else I could have 
caught it-—” she began. Then she hesitated. 
“The water we drink is a source of typhoid, 
though, isn’t it? I wonder about the water on 
the train. I asked Dr. Hyde to bring me a cup 
of water and it tasted very funny.” 

Mrs. Swope and Dr. Twyman kept their sus- 
picions to themselves for the time being. 

Meanwhile, on a day which Dr, Hyde spent in 
Kansas City the condition of Margaret Swope im- 
proved again. When he returned he treated her 
privately in her bedroom. Soon after he left she 
went into convulsions. 

This was enough for Mrs. Swope. She talked 
with Lawyer John G. Paxton and he urged her to 
bar Dr. Hyde from the house at once. This Mrs, 
Swope did. 

The results were twofold. (1) Under Dr. 
Twyman’'s care the patients all began to improve. 
(2) Dr. Hyde himself came down with typhoid 
fever. 

Meanwhile, Paxton undertook a thorough in- 
vestigation. Since polluted water is the normal 
source of typhoid, he had a bacteriologist inspect 
all water used on the Swope premises. % 

The bacteriologist reported that,the Swope 


water was not infected with 5 sag germs and ° 


hinted that the disease might have been deliber- 
ately introduced into the house, 


AXTON investigated further and soon made a 
startling discovery. He learned that Dr. Hyde 
had recently made several purchases of cyanide 
of potassium and strychnine at the drug store of 
Hugo Brecklein in Kansas City, where he usually 
traded. His first purchase of these poisons had 
been a few days before the death of Colonel 
Swope. 

At last the police were brought into the case 
and permits to disinter the bodies of Colonel 
Swope and Chrisman Swope were granted. 

The viscera were sent to Chicago for analysis. 
A report received some days later revealed the 
presence of strychnine in the organs of both men 
in sufficient quantity to cause death. 

On Feb. 9, 1910, a coroner’s jury brought in 
a verdict charging Dr. Hyde with murder. 

The doctor was arrested at once, though 
was released in $50,000 bail while the state, with 
the full assistance of Mrs. Logan Swope, began 
to sift the evidence in the case. He was formally 
indicted on March 6th and brought to trial on 
April 11th before Judge Ralph Latshaw. 

Now began a legal battle which was to ocoupy 
the Missouri courts for the next seven years. 
Mrs. Logan Swope drew heavily on her personal 
fortune in an effort to convict Dr, Hyde. But the 
doctor found a champion of equal strength and 
determination in his wife. |
